Knights of Cohinibus, with the 
addition of some American residents 
in Rome, formed the group of more 
than_ .'!U0 Americans received by 
Pope' Benedict in the hall ot the 
Consiatory on Saturday. 

The Swiss Cuards stationed at the 
bronze door of the Vatican rendered 
military honors' when the Knights 
entei-ed. They were conducted up 
the royal st.alrcase to Clementine 
Hall, which also was lined wilh 
Swiss guards. The party wa.s next 
conducted into the hall of the Con- 
sistory. There they were received 
by the Pope, who entered the hall 
dreased entirely in white, anroundcd 
by his civil and ecclesiastical cgurt, 
and i>receded by members of the 
Noble Guard; The KnlghU all 
knelt while the Pope took his ipJace 
on the throne. Then Supreme 
Knight Flaherty delivered an ad- 
dress expressing the devotion and 
loyally of hl-i oiganizatlon tO the 
cliurcli and to the Pontiff. 

' \Vc Knights ot Columbus," said 
the Supreme Knight, "represent 
nearly 1,000,000 American members 
who do not hesitate to claim that 
the church has the secret of peace 
for the turmoil and unrest with 
which the world is seething. If men 
would only listen to the church, tha 
storm which Is l>eattBg affaiast the 
bulwarks of society would apend it- 
self In harmless fury. 

"During the war," he coBtlBCad, 
"the Knights ot Columbus showed 
that loyalty to Catholic ideals Is not 
Incompatible with devotion to conn- 
try. Their Bftrlt of sacrifice and 
their generosity won universal ap- 
proval and gave an example ot pa- 
triotism that nobody could gainaay. 
He ended his ap^h by~ asking the 
apostolic blessing. 

The Pope replied, expressing his 
satisfaction at receiving the repre- 
sentatives of the Knights of Colum- 
Inis. Me recalled many praiseworthy 
actions of the organisation's mem- 
bers. The Knights of Columbus 
have a wide field In the great 
American republic which boasts lib- 
erty and reciprocal respect as the 
basis of Its Constitution," he urged. 

The Pontiff urged the KniKhts to 
adopt a respectful attitude towar<l 
the Episcopacy, which he said had 
always shown symixithy toward any 
great enterprise. He also requested 
them not to Identify their pro- 
gramme 'with any other having a 
political character."

TRADITION CONPIRMKD. 



AccordlBS to the evidence and dia- 
coveriea of two famous arcbaaolo* 
glata of Rome, Profa OrosM CoBdl 
aad Oraslo Marucehl, there so long- 
af reaiatBa any doubt that tha Apo»> 
tlea Peter and Paul botB eama to 
Rome and suffered martyrdom 
here That doubt has heeo raised 
several times in coBtroventaa be- 
tween varitms aehoola of areheolo- 
glsts. 

"The Apostles Sts. Peter and 
I'aul," Prof. Marucehl tells the cor- 
respondent, "did come to Rome. I 
have found traeee of their burial in 
a catacomb hewn out ot the rock on 
the Apptan Way, behind the ancient 
church of St. Sebastian. There are 
graves in this underground burying 
place which of course prove nothing. 
But there are also wfWfcgs on the 
wall, and these wrltioga all invoke 
the aid of Peter and Paul, deaeribed 
as lying here." 

The little church of iSt. Sebastian 
near where the rock Is. has Its own 
history in the annals of the early 
Christians. And tradition always had 
it that the bodlaa ot the two apos 
tlea were taken somewhere near It 
for greater safety durhMT tha pagan 
persecutlona ot Ohristiaas In the 
third century after Christ. When 
Christianity became the religion of 
Roman Emperors the bodies were 
removed, according to tradition 
from their humlil" liidiiic iilaces to 
the spots wheri' t ■ iiia»rnificent 
Cathedrals of St. I'tter and St. Paul 
now stand, a wonder of the world, 
the mecca of millions of pilgrims for 
over 1,000 years. 

But tradition Is one thing; cer- 
tainty another; and oBly lately have 
these two learned professors dlecov 
ered that the burial place for a time 
of manner and speech greatly tm-jnf the two apostles was not the little 
Knights of Columbus! Church of St. Sebastian, built over

Trouble began In Beltast early in th« 
wwk and has been continuous, 'It 
being reported that the houses of 
many t'atholics were sacked and 
burned, some being shot while mak- 
ing their escape from the burning 
bulldinga. 

The Associated Press cables from 
Dublin that the Cameron High- 
lander troops — the First .Scottish 
Rinea — went on board specUl traiaa 
there Tuesday moniing, and It was 
believed they were being sent to 
Belfast. 

At Belfast oil Tuesday ntno par- 
sons were reported dead ae a reault 

of Monday's clashes In that city, an- 
other man being Uillcd Monday 
night and two of ili<is'> wounded in 
the Aay'ti disorders dyiiiK Revifted 
reports as to casualties show that 
aince the rioting began last Wednes- 
day twenty have been killed. Knots 
of eoldtera held strategic points In 
the affected areas during the night, 
and It was stated Tuesday morning 
that troops occupy virtually all the 
police barracks In the city. Ominous 
rIrus of further trouble ushered in 
the new day In riot-torn Belfast. 
The only actual outbreak reported 
early this forenoon wa.s the stoning 
of employes of Mackie's Foundry in 
the notorious Kashmir Road dis- 
trict, but groups III" men collected at 
many corners along Fulls Road, 
King street and Royal avenue, giv- 
ing unmistakable Indications, that 
tronble might come. Never In the 
history of Belfast was there such 
disorder as prevailed Monday. Moba 
fought with wild fury in different 
sections of the town. women 
mingling with ili>' mhh in Ih)' melees 
that deveUfped wlicicvi r |lit> oppos- 
(ns factions met. rnlonist women 
charged on a number of Nationalist 
girls In Cork street, while the Na- 
tionalists made an attack on Unlon- 
is(a In the Falls Road diatrlct The 
city was placed under the curfew 
ordinance at night and there were 
rumors that martial law would be 
declared, hut nothing definite was 
done by tbe authorities. 

Terence MacSwiney, Lord Mayor 
of Cork, confined in a London 
prison, was still alive Tuesday morn- 
ing, bill his sister. Mary, who visited 
him, said ho was growing weaker 
and that "the end may come at any 
momeat" MacSwiney spent a reat- 
ful night, and his slater remained 
near Brixton prison, where he Is 
confined, throughout the night, 
tliinking she might be called for. 
An official who saw MacSwiney 
early Tiiisda> ilcsciibcd his condi- 
tion as lu iiin lik" ;hat of a "man on 
a precipi< <■. " adding that "the slight- 
est breeze might lilmv him over at 
any tiiu''." 

Mrs. .viacSwIney spent Tuesday 
night at her husband's bedside. 
There was little change except that 
the prUoner had developed symp- 
toms of neuritis in the arma. 

Several of the hunger striking 
prisoner.s in the Cork Jail are de- 
clared to be af the point of death. 

The official retiirnK of the casual- 
ties from rIotin>,' handled in the Bel- 
fast hospitals since Saturday morn- 
ing gives the number of dead as 
seventeen and the number of seri- 
ously injured aa 19*. This latter 
does not include a very large num- 
ber of eases of persona suffering 
from minor Injuries who were not 
detained in the hospitals after they 
had received first aid treatment. 

The scenes of destruction witness- 
ed In the Shanklll road district ap- 
palled the spectators .\bout a 
score of buildings, principally sa- 
looii.s. Kini cries and public houses, 
were set afire. 

According to the Associated Press 
it is understood that King George 
was in direct communication with 
Premier Lloyd George at Lucerne on 
the subject of the Lord Mayor of 
C^rk, who is dying la Brixton 
prison. London. 

The results of the Intervention of 
ihe King are not known, although it 
is slated that there was little chance 
of Ihe King using his prerogative of

Reckoning on the baats ot the ee- 
timated cenaut returns for the year, 
the National Women's party sUtes 
that there are now nearly 80,000,- 
000 men and nearly 27,000,000 wo- 
men In the conntry ol votiog age, 
learing aI^BnB out of consideration. 
These figures are of little value as a 
basis for computing the vote of next 
November with all the women ot the 
nation enfranohi-sed. Tn 1916 the 
total vote of the country was IS,- 
500,000, in round numbers. In 
twelve States, Including Illinois, wo- 
men voted for Presidential Electors' 
in that year; but 1.600,000 la a lib- 
eral estimate of ' that female vote. 
Hence, the male vote four years ago 
wa's not far ftoni 17,000,000. Ex- 
perienced political observers have 
generally es'imaled the female vote 
In SutfruKe stall's at 70 per cent, of 
till' iiKile vole ThiM Is about the 
relative proportion in States where 
llio franchise for women is a nov- 
elty. In the older Suffrage States 
the female ratio ia somewhat 
smaller. In Illinois four years ago 
separate taiUaa were kept ot the 
male and fSmale Tote, and the 70 
per cent, ratio for women was about 
the average. Now if we aasume that 
tho mole vote for Presidential Elec- 
tors this year exceeds 18.000.000 — 
lei us it at IS, 500, 000 to cover 
all allowances — the 70 per cent, 
ratio would give us a female vote 
of about 13,000,000 for the entire 
country. This Is less than^alf of 
the total number of woman of TOttng 
age reported by the National Wo- 
man's party. Some part of this dis- 
parity is explained by the fact that 
the vote In the eleven States of the 
old Confederacy on Pi(»sideiitial 
election day Is always very light. 
This Is, of course, a very superficial 
statistical survey, but it Is enough to 
warrant the assertion that any esti- 
mate that puts the female vote to be 
ca»t for President at 86,000,000 or 
oven a« high as 20,000,000 ta r«ck- 
lessly exaggerated. The probability 
la that It will fall well below 15.- 
000,000. Judging from past cxiierl- 
ences, it is certain lo !)<■ iican r to 
twelve millions than twenty iiiiUions.

The announcement wa« made In 
righting form, and carried dcflanc-c 
both to the ,Ia.iMi!usi' and In thf 
Brlllfih. Admiral Henson cHiH-oially 
denied that In the recent Harriman 
Hamburg-American agreement the 
ITnlted Statea ia Jointnc la a com- 
pact with Oermaar in a trade war 
against Qreat Britain. The Admir- 
al's Btatsmant is especially (ranlc, 
and charges the existence of British 
propuganda In this country to cause 
the exprewvlon that the Jones ehlp- 
pluK law 'will do more to dlstiiili 
Iiriti!<h4Amerlcan relations than any 
law now on the American atatute 
hooka." 

"This," said Admiral Benson. "Is 
an insult to erery red-blooded Amer- 
ican." Oonttnulos the Admiral says: 
"Certain Brttiah propagandiato seem 
to be under the delusion that the 
United States (s etill a British col- 
ony. That feeling unfortunately 1.^ 
fostered by a spineless type of 
American — ■Tiai>i»ily not numerous — 
who l)eli('ve the peace of the world 
and the diKnity of the United States 
can be preserved best by kowtowing 
to Great Britain on erery term. It 
ought to be made plain that the 
I'nited States has become one ot the 
most important maritime powers ot 
the world, and that we will maintain 
and protect our merchant merlne 
and foster American commerce In 
American bottoms againct any and 
all nations. We do this by legiti- 
mate means, openly and fairly, and 
not by .'Separate trade war <oini)acts 
with other nations. Such caees often 
lead to war. 

"Trade wars are deplorable. I 
slaearely hope we shall bare none, 
bat we muat protect and will protect 
against the acts of any nation aimed 
at strangling the foreign trade of 
the United States or' the develop- 
ment of our merchant marine. It is 
charged that In the llarrlman-Hani- 
■l)urg-Amerlcan agreement we are 
JoinlnK with Germany In a trade war 
anaiiisi Groat Britain. Are those 
who make this charge aware that 
Great Britain has chartered to Ger- 
many many ot the former German 
ventels in order to compete with us 
(or German tradeT The United 
States has not and will not take the 
InltlatlTe in measures that are 
frankly acU of trade war. Neither 
will we submit to Insulting restrir- 
lions by any foreign nations under 
similar restrictions. We eeek a fair 
field In our competition with other 
nations (or torelgn trade, toot we re- 
fuse to submit to other diaabiuties. 
It euch restrietlona are Imposed we 
will tisht them, and we have the 
meana to tltht them succeeefully 

"What I resent most Is the secret 
and underhand means that arc lining; 
taken to hamiier the srowiti 
ini-rchant marine and the (Itvclop 
lueiit of our lorcign trade. A short 
time ago a Japanese official called 
on me to protest againat certain pro 
riaiona of the Jonea law.

At the laying of the eoraerttone 
of Roaary CoUegft. a aev anlverslty 
for wamea to ba built on a thirty- 
acre traet at Rlyer Forest, of which 
the Sisters of St. Dominic will have 
charge. Catholic women were told by 
Archbishop Mundelein to prepare to 
take the leadership in the new ac- 
tivities which the women of the 
United States are taking up. "It Is 
useless tor us to shut our eyes to 
the fact that womaa la eomlag ovt 
of her former eaTlroament and tak- 
ing her place alongside ot man in 
almost erery avenue of professional 
and commerlcal activity." said the 
Archbishop, " and it would be crimi- 
nal neglect on our rort not to pre- 
pare her for her new reriponsiblllty. 
This Is what thin new college alms 
to do, and it is my fond liope that 
within a few years there will be as 
many students enrolled at Rosary 
College as are now attending all of 
the Catholic colleges for women in 
the United Statea. Rosary College 
will be the West Point, the Annapo- 
lis of true education, ^rom which 
will come the leaders, the thinkeia 
and the doeiie amoag oar CathoMc 
women. 

"Holy Mother Church always has 
considered that a principal part of 
her mission haa been to teach. She 
has recognized that we have both 
body and soul, and that It Is not 
Buffldeht to train the mind alone 
and leaTt the wlaalag of the soul 
undone. The edneatlon ot the Intel- 
lect alone makes an unbalanead peo- 
ple who are ever a menace to race 
and morality. To her educated wo- 
men ChlcaRo owes much. The first 
of these women were broiiKht here 
by Bishop Quart ier seventy-five yt ars 
ago, and to-day Chicago hae the 
largest number of woman religious 
of any city in the world. Aad this 
city, because of Its cosmopolitan 
population, has needed them. The 
work they have done apeaka londer 
In their praise than any words of 
mine. 

"To the Irish settlers of Chicago 
much praise Is due for the attention 
they paid to the education of their 
daughters. And because of this sac 
rlflce for education on ih>> part of 
these parents fully 70 per cent, of 
the teachers In the Chicago achools 
are graduatea of our Slaters' high 
schools. Jnst aa the conventa of the 
Middle Agee were the nurseries of 
learning, so the rellglona women of 
the present day are carrying on this 
great work. They take the children 
in their first steps toward education 
and carry them througli the univer- 
sity. St. Thomas Aquinas wiid that 
the first act of man should be a 
turning to God. and so in our pri- 
mary schools the Sisters turn the 
minda of the children toward Qod 
And In order (hat this may be done 
the better we allow It. In many 
eases, to be in the inherited tongue 
of the chiid. We have had excellent 
elementary and high HChool«<. but 
until now we have lacked the school 
for higher education our giria have 
needed. It Is a fine inspiring 
thought that at last we are to meet 
that need with Rosary College, and 
we pray that Ood wUl bless this 
work and the Sisters who will carry

CUB FIR8T LABOR DAT. 



Septtntber 6, 18S2, Bav the first 
Labor day In the United States on 
the occasion of a meeting of the 
Qeneral Assembly of the Knights 61 
Labor in New York. Tlin Knights 
of Labor was still a secret organiza- 
tion, but tbe Central J>abor Union, 
led by men who were in secret mem- 
bers of tbe tamer body, arraaiad 
tor a parada Jo honor of the Tlilt- 
ing officers. A reviewing atand for 
the officers was erected on Union 
Square, and as the parade swunp by 
niie of the men on the stand said i<> 
his neighbor. "This is I.,abor day in 
earnest." The next year another 
parade was held on the first Mon- 
day in September. When arrange- 
ments were being made the follow- 
ing year dieetHaion on the floor of 
the Central Labor Union revealed a 
deeire to make the celebrations per- 
manent. It was Toted to call the 
first Monday ia flaptanoar Labor 
dajr and to try to malta It a legal 
holiday. 

Those were times of intense labor 
tgitatlon. The Knights of Labor 
wflre orgaiii/cinp; vast numbers of 
workers, particularly in unskilled 
and eeml-eklUed occupations, and In 
lines of woric which at an earlier 
date had rejected orgaaliatlon. 
tforeoTor in 1886 ihe Aonerlean Fed- 
eration of Labor came ui>on the 
scene to contest with the Knights 
of Labor for the affiliation of the 
employes in the United States and 
the methods and policies to be pur- 
sued by the American labor move- 
ment. Strikes were frequent. The 
body of employes in industry were 
most dIscontiBnted. Big busineca was 
gaining greater control and work- 
Ingmea were beginning to see that 
under the qrstem thay anat remain 
as employee all their lUe. Wages 
were low and women had not yet 
entered industry in antfleleent num- 
bers to make their Wages a regular 
part of the family income. 

lAfl far back as the decade after 
the Constitution was adopted there 
had been labor unions in the United 
States. Collective bargaining had 
been practiced, strikes had been 
called, bo.vcoltInK had been Inflicted 
uyon non-union men, and one union 
even had a walking delegate. Be- 
tween 1800 and 1810 organised 
workers had also been tried as con- 
spirators. In the late twenties and 
early thirties, again in the forties 
and fifties, workingmen had prac- 
ticed collective bargaining or gone 
into politics or dabbled In reforms. 
From the middle of the Civil War 
to the early seventies camo a growth 
of labor unlonlera, only to be run to 
cover In the dark years succeeding 
the panic of 1873 when secrecy, 
rioting and murders were among 
the retaliatory measures talten by 
the unemployed and the oppressed. 

The .Knights of Labor and the 
American Federation of L^bor ai>en- 
ed up the newer period of trade 



unionism. The Knights of Labor 
had started in the older period of 
Becrecy, hut by the middle of the 
eighties they felt themselves and the 
other organised workers strong 
enough to come ont in the open and 
bravo black-lists and to march In 
public on a holiday set apart for 
them. Labor day U a legal holiday 
became to them a sign of the begin 
nlng of victory. On that day they 
eonld take reiiewed zeal for the com- 
ing year's work. 'They could .show 
their pride in their work and their 
Htrcngth as brothers in the labor 
movement. Labor day, they felt, 
would add dignity to their work 
tliVlr organlSl^lOBB and tiifir i ause. 

Early In 188T Oregon made the 
first Monday in SejKember a legal 
holiday. Colorado followed and 
Rhortly afterwards New' Jersey, New 
York and Massachusetts In order 
passed laws making Labor day a 
legal holiday. Three more States 
did th<' same In 1889 and many 
others In the early nineties. Almost 
nil the istates now have Labor day 
one of the legal htrildays of the 
year.

NEEDS NATIONAL HOARD. 

A National Labor Hoard, similar 
to the War Labor Board, should be 
established for the purpose of pre- 
venting strikes and raising wages to 
decent levels. Wagea should not be 
lowered except in a very few cases. 
At the beginning of the war a con- 
siderable majority of the wage earn- 
ers of the United Btatee did not re- 
ceive living wages, while during the 
war the average rate of pay did not 
increase faster than the cost of liv- 
ing. Even If workers receive more 
than a living wage that is no reason 
for lowering wages, because a living 
wage is only the minimum of jus- 
tice. A country as rich as ours can 
and should pay workers enough for 
them to get the comforts of life. 
Moreover, high wagee wonid in- 
crease the demand for goods and 
ensure the steaay operation of in- 
dustry.
